patches from abroad 
indicate that 


Great Britain, France, Japan and 
Italy arc willing to enter a parley for 
the purpose of discussion, there is a 
hint that reservations of such a na- 
ture may be made by some of the 
powers so as to make agreement im- 
possible. 


NO CHANCE IN POLICY 


•While no hint has come from gov- 


ernment circles as yet it was pointed 
out here Monday that the 
United 


States government has not deviated 
at all from 
its loan policy -which 


frowns on the lending of money for 
"unproductive purposes." Sums spent 
for military and navel purposes are 
not considered "productive" loans by 
the American government. Such a 
policy, however, cannot be made ef- 
fective unless the principal lending 
^powers agree and, it would riot be 


'.urprising 'it- -the" United^ States., pro- 
posed to Great Britain that there be 
a joint understanding so xthat the 
naval ambitions of all powers may be 
curbed. Since the "United States and 
Great Britain arc willing to suspend 
further expansion 
of 
navies, 
the 


feeling is that the 
other 
powers 


should do likewise or run the risk of 
getting no financial support. 


The borrowings of foreign govern- 


ments over a. period of years will con- 
tinue no doubt to be affected by the 
attitude of the American people and 
though there is no' law to prevent the 
floating of foreign loans in. the United 
States the policy of the Washington 
government has been to interpose ob- 
jection to any loan which is contrary 
to the international policy of the Unit- 
ed States Thus none of the countries 
which had failed to arrange a fund- 
ing of war debts was permitted to 


*"' float a loan in the United States. 


In brief, if any of tho naval powers 


incur the displeasure of 
American, 


public opinion by a desire to build 
up imperialistic policies, they may 
not retain the tupport of the Wash- 
ington administration. Such policies 
are at this stage of the proceedings 
not being considered as likely to be 
necessary, because it is felt that all 
the naval powers when in conference 
will examine the whole question in 
a friendly spirit.

break in telegraphic and telephonic 
services, it was believed there had been 
many deaths. If the preliminary re- 
ports filtering into Belgrade arc borne 
out it is possible that the dead may to- 
tal hundreds.

UNHID BLIGHT TRACED 


TO LEAFHOPPER PEST 


Corvallis, Ore.—The cause of west- 


ern yellow tomato blight, which has 
puzzled scientists for 2S years, has 
been revealed by M. B. McKay and 
T. P. Dykstra of the Oregon experi- 
ment station. 


Blame is laid on the leafhopper. 
As yet no efficient control for the 


blight, which ravages squash, bean 
and other crops as well as tomatoes, 
has been foiind. 


The disease comes from a virus that 


resides in curly-topped sugar beets 
and is carried by a. leafhopper named 
"Eutettix tenella," according to the 
investigators. 


A close relation was noticed between 


the unusually severe attacks of beet 
curly-top last year and unusual prev- 
alence of western yellow blight of oth- 
er crops. The investigators found the 
virus-carrying hoppers and put them 
to work upon plants under contiollcd 
conditions. 
- The blight appeared on plants vis- 
ited by a single disease-carrying hop- 
per, proving the identity of the two 
diseases and also the responsibility of 
the little leafhoppcr. 
*The guilty hopper is so elusive that 
no means of control have as yet bet-n 
devised. He is only an eighth of an 
inch long' and quite slender, of red- 
dish stra,w color when grown. 


He flies or hops readily and has been 


known to join whole masses of his 
fellows in long flights, though such 
migrations arc rare.

Individual birds aie 
culled and placed m the fattening pen 
as soon as they stop laying. This cull- 
ing process is on tluoughotit the year. 
So well trained is Mis. Koester that 
in the fifteen years of her experience, 
she has never killed a laying bird and 
never kept a quitter. She now has a 
flock of 100 pullets that began laying 
last October and she expects them' to 
continue till Christinas.
